In his pocket 
was the order which gave him tho right 
to supersede the general who had said bo 
must not command tho army of tho Ton- 
nessoe. 


Both now are gono. Their armies will 


never ea-np again, but tho nation loves 
and honors the two men who woro thus 
drawn together In those Inst great days. 
Tho world will never forget how Logan 
stopped at Louisville—as who else would? 
—and left Thomas to go forward, in his 
own way, to that victory which was like 
Cromwell's Crowning Mercy. 


Ths hour is dedicated to Logan as a 


soldier. Ho won it from tbe calendar and 
made it his own. But, in tbe midbt of 
all Its pageantry, wo mast not forget that 
he was a statesman in tbe most trying 
times of all our history. It IB not for me, 
at this august moment, to discuss any 
question of party opinion. Logan was a 
man of positive vluws; plain, direct and 
uncompromising. For wbat be believed 
to be right bo would light in tbo senate as 
undauntedly a? be fought on tbe Held.
